As  of  this  writing,  the  Gannon  Knight  Basketball  Team 
has  compiled  a  record  of  14-5  and  their  chance  for  a 
post-season  tournament  bid  seem  promising.  Gannon's 
losses  were  to  Niagra  University,  St.  Francis  (Pa.), 
Youngstown,  Kings,  and  Steubenville.  But  Gannon  did 
meet  the  challenge  of  some  of  the  better  ranked  small 
college  teams,  such  as,  Akron,  Tennessee  State,  and 
Shaw  University  and  proved  victorious  in  their  encounters. 

The  biggest  boost  to  the  Gannon  team  this  season  was 
the  return  of  Glen  Summors.  Being  drafted  last  spring 
by  both  pro  leagues,  Glen  returned  this  season  after  a 
IV2  year  lay-off  to  become  one  of  the  most  spectacular 
players  in  Gannon's  history.  To  the  thrill  of  the  Gannon 
fans,  Glen  did  it  all;  scored,  rebounded,  played  defense, 
and  intimidated  opponents  in  every  game. 

Coach  Dave  Markey  should  not  go  unmentioned  for  his 
outstanding  job  done  this  season.  In  the  1970-71  cam- 
paign, his  first  season  at  Gannon,  Markey's  varsity 
ended  the  season  with  a  not  too  impressive  11-14 
record.  But  he  has  brought  the  Knights  back  into  the 
winning  column  this  season.

Summors  is  the  6-8,  215  pounder  out  of 
Thomas  Jefferson  High  (New  York  City) 
who  led  Gannon  to  a  19-8  record  as  a 
freshman  in  1967-68  .  .  .  with  a  record 
setting  495  points  and  another  record 
setting  495  rebounds  in  those  27  games 
for   an    18.3   average   in   each   department. 

As  a  sophomore  Summors  was  even  bet- 
ter—grabbing 560  rebounds  and  scoring 
515  points;  in  a  24-6  season  that  saw 
Gannon  reach  the  NAIA  tournament  in 
Kansas  City.  That  year  Summors  was 
named  to  many  small  college  All  Ameri- 
can teams— including  second  team  NAIA 
and  third  team  AP. 

Gannon,  behind  Summors,  raced  to  a  12-2 
record  during  the  1969-70  campaign— and 
a  fourth  place  ranking  on  both  the  AP  and 
UPI  Small  College  Ratings. 

Then,  the  pressures  of  marriage,  basket- 
ball and  studies  got  to  Glenn— and  he 
dropped  from  the  squad.  Gannon  dropped 
too— to  a  final  18-7  record. 

Summors  quit  the  Golden  Knights  squad 
Jan.  19,  1970.  But— he  stayed  in  school. 
He  didn't  play  during  the  1970-71  season 
— working,  instead  on  his  grades.  Despite 
not  playing  that  season,  he  was  drafted 
in  the  fifth  round  by  New  York  of  the  ABA 
and  by  Buffalo  of  the  NBA  in  the  eighth 


round  in  March  of  1971. 

Glenn,  however,  wanted  his  degree  more 
than  pro  ball.  When  this  season  rolled 
around  Summors  was  ready  to  resume  his 
college  career. 

Gannon,  in  the  69  games  which  Summors 
had  played,  had  a  54-15  record.  Glen  had 
pulled  down  an  average  of  18.1  rebounds 
per  game  and  scored  at  a  17.7  average. 
The  Knights  this  season — relying  mainly 
on  Summors — have  checked  in  with  a  14-5 
mark  thus  far  .  .  .  losing  to  Niagra  and 
St.  Francis  of  Pa.,  beating  nationally 
ranked  Tennessee  State  and  Akron. 

In  those  19  games,  Summors  has  scored 
456  points  (24.0  ppg.)  and  grabbed  408 
rebounds  (21.5),  which  gave  him  a  4th 
place  ranking  in  NAIA  Polls. 

It's  a  story  of  a  young  man  who  worked 
hard  for  three  semesters  on  his  grades 
— and  his  personal  problems — in  order  to 
return  to  Gannon  College  to  receive  his 
degree. 

As  of  this  writing,  there  are  eleven  games 
remaining  in  the  Gannon  schedule  for 
1971-72.  It  is  a  certainty  that  Summors 
will  break  many  other  Gannon  records 
besides  making  some  of  his  own.
